But now comparing them with 
thoſe other by Eaſt Magellanus ſtreigyt, thep are called 
each to other Pcriceci,thatis, like⸗dweſle rs, becauſe 
they dwell under one Meridian circle, and under one pa⸗ 
rallel{ alſo; and be like in diſtance from the E uinocti- 
all Circle, and have like times of the peere,but not of the 
day: But Antichthone oz Tounter-dwellers have like 
times of the dap, but not of the yeere. Antipodes , op 
Counter-paſers have neither the p art of the peere, nei⸗ 
ther of the dap agreeable together, but contrary in both: 
The beginning of this Eclipſe will be at 1 1 a chacke, 
9 min. 3o fe-onds befoze noone. The middle is at 43 
mm. 3 9 ſec. after none, the end at 2 a clock, 17 min. 48 
ſec.in the afterncone.
